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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

History 

Brevard  College  is  the  result  of  a  merger  of  Rutherford  College 
and  Weaver  College.  These  two  institutions  were  operated  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  for  prac- 
tically fifty  years.  The  excellent  service  rendered  by  these  colleges 
is  attested  by  the  large  number  of  their  alumni  who  have  held  re- 
sponsible positions  in  both  church  and  state.  Primary  emphasis  was 
placed  on  the  principle  of  Christian  education.  Brevard  College,  as 
the  successor  to  these  two  institutions,  is  pledged  to  the  continuance 
of  their  noble  traditions.  Inasmuch  as  the  three  branches  of  Method- 
ism have  been  united  into  one  church,  the  college  is  now  owned  and 
operated  by  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church. 

Location 

Brevard  College  is  located  in  Brevard,  North  Carolina,  and 
occupies  the  site  of  the  former  Brevard  Institute,  a  school  operated 
successfully  for  more  than  thirty  years  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.  The  grounds, 
buildings,  and  equipment  were  given  to  the  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  the  proposed  college  at  this  point. 

Brevard  is  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful  sections  of  western 
North  Carolina  and  is  located  on  the  Hendersonville  branch  of  the 
Southern  Railway  and  on  Federal  Highways  Nos.  64  and  276.  The 
natural  advantages  of  the  location  are  unsurpassed  in  North  Caro- 
lina. Situated  in  the  beautiful  French  Broad  valley  at  an  elevation 
of  2,240  feet  above  sea  level  and  surrounded  on  every  side  by  lovely 
mountains,  it  is  an  ideal  spot  for  a  college.  The  climate  is  noted  for 
its  even  temperature  and  its  healthfulness.  Within  easy  distances  on 
good  roads  lie  such  interesting  points  as  Pisgah  National  Forest,  Lake 
Junaluska,  the  beautiful  Sapphire  Country,  and  the  thriving  cities 
of  Hendersonville  and  Asheville. 
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THE  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

The  Junior  College  is  an  American  educational  institution 
which  is  supposed  to  offer  a  four-year  program  embracing  the  last 
two  years  of  the  standard  high  school  and  the  first  two  years  of 
college,  along  with  fine  arts  and  some  vocational  subjects.  There 
are  now  648  junior  colleges  in  the  United  States  with  a  total  en- 
rollment of  more  than  400,000  students.  Since  1930  the  enroll- 
ment in  junior  colleges  has  increased  more  than  900  per  cent.  Within 
the  last  two  years  the  increase  in  enrollment  has  been  more  than 
60  per  cent.  Many  educators  believe  that  the  junior  college  move- 
ment is  the  most  pronounced  development  in  American  education 
in  the  last  fifty  years. 

Why  The  Junior  College 

The  high  school  graduate  who  expects  to  enter  college  should 
consider  the  junior  college  for   the   following  reasons: 

1.  Five  out  of  seven  college  freshmen  never  graduate  from 
a  four-year  college  or  university.  It  is  better  to  complete 
two  years  of  junior  college  training  and  receive  a  diploma. 

2.  The  junior  college  helps  youth  to  adjust  itself,  to  discover 
suitable  vocational  opportunities,  and  to  begin  the  re- 
quired preparation  for  such  vocations. 

3.  It  is  not  absolutely  necessary  to  have  four  years  of  college 
work  in  order  to  enter  most  fields  of  specialized  study. 

4.  In  junior  colleges,  classes  are  usually  small.  Students, 
therefore,  are  likely  to  receive  more  personal  and  in- 
dividual instruction  than  is  possible  in  the  larger  institu- 
tions. The  junior  college  thus  becomes  the  bridge  be- 
tween the  high  school  and  the  senior  college  and  univer- 
sity. 

The  Brevard  College  Plan 

Briefly  stated,  Brevard  attempts  to  perform  three  definite  func- 
tions : 

PREPARATORY — To  offer  the  work  of  the  freshman 
and  sophomore  years,  thus  making  it  possible  for  the  stud- 
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ent  to  transfer  to  the  junior  year  of  the  four-year  college 
or  university.  That  Brevard  has  been  successful  in  the 
performance  of  this  function  is  attested  hy  the  fact  that 
its  graduates  have  transferred  without  difficulty  to  more 
than  seventy  of  the  leading  educational  institutions  in 
America. 

TERMINAL — To  offer  two-year  curricula  which  are 
complete  in  themselves.  Within  recent  years  Brevard 
students,  immediately  upon  graduation,  have  found  gain- 
ful employment  in  numerous  industries  and  in  the  offices 
of  business  executives. 

GUIDANCE — To  give  personal  supervision  to  students 
and  thus  to  guide  them  more  closely  than  is  possible  in 
large  institutions. 

A  Plan  Of  Action 

The  chief  responsibility  of  a  college  is  to  teach  the  students 
who  enter  it.  Teaching  means  that  a  student  masters  subject- 
matter,  that  he  actually  learns  what  he  is  supposed  to  learn,  and 
that  he  will  have  available  for  use  a  fund  of  knowledge  when  it 
is  required.  But  teaching  means  also  that  the  student  learns 
how  to  think  and  to  use  the  techniques  of  learning  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  daily  work.  On  this  point  American  education  has 
been  subjected  to  severe  criticism. 

Brevard  College,  in  attempting  to  find  a  formula  whereby  it 
can  improve  its  product,  will  follow  the  plan  of  careful  supervision 
of  student  development.  In  other  words,  the  student  will  have 
the  personal  attention  of  his  teachers  at  all  times.  If  he  is  making 
normal  progress,  he  will  be  encouraged  and  allowed  to  progress  as 
rapidly  as  he  desires.  If  the  student  is  discouraged,  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  find  the  cause  and  set  up  a  new  situation  more 
conducive  to  success. 

Each  student  will  have  at  least  one  faculty  counselor.  As 
the  progress  and  needs  of  the  student  are  studied,  such  counsel 
as  seems  wise  to  secure  the  best  results  will  be  given.  All  counsel 
will  be  based  on  physical  examinations,  intelligence  and  aptitude 
tests,  conferences,  and  careful  observation. 
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It  is  most  important  that  the  parents  have  accurate  informa- 
tion on  the  progress  which  a  student  is  making.  For  that  reason 
frequent  reports  will  be  made;  and  in  every  case  when  a  student  is 
not  measuring  up  to  expectations,  the  parents  will  be  informed  by 
special  messages  and,  if  necessary,  conferences  will  be  arranged. 
The  desire  of  the  college  administration  is  to  bring  about  complete 
cooperation  between  faculty  members  and  parents  so  that  students 
will  produce  satisfactory  results. 

Buildings  and  Equipment 

There  are  four  large  brick  buildings  in  the  college  unit.  Spencer 
Hall,  the  administration  building,  contains  the  offices,  classrooms, 
laboratories,  auditorium,  and  library.  This  building  has  capacity  to 
accommodate  four  hundred  students. 

The  three  dormitories  are  known  as  West  Hall,  Taylor  Hall, 
and  Frances  Ross  Hall.  Frances  Ross  Hall  has  been  reserved  for 
young  men.  The  other  two  are  being  occupied  by  women.  All 
these  buildings  have  good  floors,  steam  heat,  hot  and  cold  water  in 
lavatories  and  showers,  and  other  modern  conveniences.  All  dormi- 
tory rooms  are  furnished  with  single  beds,  and  each  room  has  the 
necessary  dresser,  table,  and  chairs.  A  dining  room  and  kitchen  are 
located  in  the  basement  of  West  Hall. 

In  addition  to  these  buildings  a  modern  gymnasium  has  recently 
been  completed. 

Special  Provision  for  Veterans 

In  order  to  take  care  of  the  large  number  of  veterans  who 
have  applied  for  admission  to  Brevard,  the  Federal  Public  Housing 
Authority  has  erected  on  the  college  campus  temporary  housing 
sufficient  to  accommodate  one  hundred  men.  In  this  unit  it  is 
possible  to  house  eighteen  married  men  and  their  families.  Veterans 
who  desire  other  accommodations  will  be  able  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  satisfactory  living  quarters  in  private  homes  in  the  com- 
munity. College  authorities  will  gladly  cooperate  with  veterans 
in  obtaining  room  and  board  in  private  homes. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Works  Agency,  the  College 
is  now  erecting  a  new  building  in  which  there  are  four  classrooms,

a  chemistry  laboratory,  and  a  room  for  engineering  drawing.  This 
new  structure  has  become  necessary  because  of  the  large  number 
of  veterans  enrolled  in  the  student  body. 

Library 

The  library  contains  over  12,500  catalogued  volumes,  classified 
according  to  the  Dewey  decimal  system.  Since  the  opening  of  the 
college  in  1934  more  than  9,000  volumes  have  been  added.  By  care- 
ful selection  of  books  and  reference  material,  students  are  now  able 
to  obtain  information  on  practically  any  question.  It  is  the  aim  to 
provide  all  books  needed  for  study,  recreational,  and  cultural  uses, 
including  standard  works  of  reference,  periodicals,  pamphlets,  gov- 
ernment publications,  and  other  services.  A  systematic  effort  is  made 
to  collect  material  on  important  current  movements  in  thought, 
science,  and  practical  affairs.  More  than  sixty  current  general  and 
special  periodicals  are  available  in  the  reading  room.  As  is  true  of 
any  modern  college,  the  library  is  the  central  unit  in  the  whole 
system  of  instruction.  Plans  for  expansion  of  the  college  provide 
for  a  separate  library  building.  No  effort  will  be  spared  to  make 
the  library  standard  in  every  respect. 

Religious  Life 

Brevard  College  was  established  as  a  Christian  institution.  It  is 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Church.  In  the  truest  sense  of  the  term,  this 
college  stands  for  Christian  education.  All  reasonable  agencies 
for  attaining  that  end  will  be  fostered.  Aside  from  the  emphasis  laid 
on  the  assigned  courses  in  Bible  study  and  religious  education,  special 
efforts  will  be  made  to  maintain  the  atmosphere  of  a  Christian  home. 

As  an  institution  of  the  Methodist  Church,  Brevard  College 
recognizes  the  place  of  religious  training  in  education.  College 
students  are  away  from  the  influences  and  restraints  of  home  at  the 
most  critical  period  of  life.  It  is  fitting,  therefore,  that  the  college 
should  bring  to  bear  the  most  direct  efforts  for  the  purpose  of  se- 
curing the  spiritual  development  of  all  students.  To  this  end 
special  attention  is  given  to  chapel  services,  and  participation  in 
the  various  student  religious  organizations  is  encouraged.  Teachers 
have  been  selected  with  due  regard  for  their  Christian  ideals  and 
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attitudes.  The  administration  desires  that  the  college  campus  be 
made  a  stimulating  place  for  the  development  of  moral  and  spiritual 
character. 

Home  Life 

One  decided  advantage  of  the  small  college  is  the  opportunity 
for  satisfying  home  life.  In  Brevard  College  this  ideal  will  be 
cherished  and  developed.  Each  student  should  know  all  other 
students  personally.  Likewise,  there  should  be  a  close  persona] 
acquaintance  between  members  of  the  faculty  and  the  students. 

There  are  suitable  social  activities  in  the  dormitories  each  day. 
Saturday  evenings  are  usually  devoted  to  social  affairs.  There  are 
frequent  educational  movies  on  the  campus.  Friendly  association 
between  men  and  women  is  encouraged.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
important  phases  of  student  life  at  the  college. 

Resident  students  are  expected  to  live  in  the  college  dormi- 
tories or  in  buildings  which  are  under  the  control  of  the  college. 
Exceptions  to  this  rule  are  made  in  those  cases  where  parents  request 
that  their  sons  or  daughters  be  permitted  to  live  with  relatives  or 
friends  in  Brevard.  College  authorities  must  approve  all  such  ar- 
rangements. 

Health 

Brevard  is  one  of  the  most  healthful  localities  in  the  South. 
Situated  in  the  mountains,  it  is  assured  a  delightful  climate,  both 
summer  and  winter.  Its  water  supply  is  abundant  and  as  fine  as 
can  be  found  anywhere. 

Systematic  effort  is  made  to  promote  the  physical  welfare  of 
students.  No  student  will  be  admitted  without  a  certificate  signed 
by  a  reputable  physician,  indicating  that  he  is  in  good  health,  free 
from  tuberculosis  and  other  infectious  diseases,  and  that  he  has  been 
successfully  vaccinated  against  smallpox.  Blanks  for  this  purpose 
will  be  furnished  by  the  college  to  all  students  who  file  application 
for  admission. 

Students  who  are  sufficiently  indisposed  will  be  excused  from 
regular  college  activities.  Special  care  will  be  taken  in  case  of 
epidemics,  such  as  measles,  influenza,  and  similar  diseases.    By  ar- 
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rangements  with  the  Transylvania  Community  Hospital  in  Brevard, 
cases  demanding  surgery  will  have  prompt  and  careful  attention.  The 
physician  performing  an  operation  will  determine  his  own  fee. 
Parents'  or  guardians'  consent  is  required  for  all  operations  on  stu- 
dents under  twenty-one  years  of  age  except  in  emergencies  when,  on 
account  of  distance  or  difficulty  in  communication,  a  delay  might  be 
dangerous.  Under  such  circumstances  a  dean  of  the  college  is 
consulted  and  acts  as  guardian. 

Government 

Within  recent  years  students  in  all  colleges  have  participated 
freely  in  the  whole  program  of  college  control.  This  principle  is 
encouraged  in  Brevard  College.  Efforts  have  already  been  made  to 
insure  its  functional  growth  and  development.  Student  government 
as  an  actual  fact  does  not  exist,  but  provision  has  been  made  whereby 
students  participate  in  the  management  of  the  institution.  The  stu- 
dent council,  members  of  which  are  elected  by  the  student  body,  is 
an    active   organization   on    the   campus. 

Regulations  governing  the  social  life  in  the  college  have  been 
developed  by  the  faculty  and  students  working  together  in  a  spirit  of 
friendly  co-operation.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  college  to  grant  as 
much  freedom  to  individual  students  as  is  conducive  to  high 
standards  of  work  and  conduct.  There  is  a  conscious  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  faculty  to  stimulate  students  to  assume  some  obligation 
for  the  development  of  the  college.  This  policy  has  resulted  in  a 
more  careful  study  of  college  problems  from  every  point  of  view  and 
in  wholesome  co-operation  on  the  part  of  all  concerned. 

Athletics 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  college  administration  that  a  suitable  pro- 
gram of  athletics  is  a  necessary  phase  of  college  life  and  that  it  pro- 
motes the  moral  and  physical  welfare  of  students.  Brevard  College 
gives  reasonable  attention,  therefore,  to  such  major  sports  as  football, 
basketball,  baseball,  and  track  and  encourages  good  wholesome  play 
and  sportsmanship  in  all  recreational  activities,  such  as  tennis,  vol- 
leyball, wrestling,  and  hiking.  A  program  of  intramural  athletics 
for  both  men  and  women  will  be  developed.  Athletic  contests  in  the 
major  sports  will  be  conducted  with  other  junior  colleges  and  insti- 
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tutions  of  similar  rank  in  this  territory.  Brevard  College  is  a  member 
of  the  North  Carolina  Junior  College  Athletic  Conference  and  of 
the  recently  organized  Southeastern  Junior  College  Conference.  The 
rules  of  these  conferences  regulating  athletics  will  be  observed.  It 
should  be  understood  that  athletic  contests  are  promoted  for  the 
benefit  of  bona  fide  students  only  and  that  only  such  students  will 
be  permitted  to  represent  the  college  in  any  athletic  contest. 

Physical  Education  and  Recreation 

Regular  classes  in  physical  education  for  both  men  and  women 
are  conducted  by  the  directors  of  physical  education.  Each  student 
will  be  required  to  take  courses  in  health  and  hygiene  and  to  engage 
in  regular  physical  exercises,  unless  the  medical  adviser  of  the  col- 
lege should  advise  against  it. 

In  addition  to  such  general  class  work  an  extensive  intramural 
athletic  program  is  carried  on.  Several  tennis  courts,  speedball  fields, 
a  football  field,  and  two  baseball  fields  constitute  part  of  the  out- 
door equipment. 

Basketball  and  volley-ball  furnish  additional  mediums  for  extra- 
curricular and  intramural  sports.  Both  men  and  women  use  the 
gymnasium  under  a  definitely  regulated  schedule.  At  intervals  dur- 
ing the  year  special  athletic  events  are  scheduled  for  the  entire  in- 
stitution. 

Frequent  excursions,  walking  parties,  and  picnics  in  the  moun- 
tains are  arranged  under  the  direction  of  members  of  the  faculty. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  Brevard  College  to  offer  as  good  courses  in 
health,  hygiene,  and  physical  education  as  are  offered  in  the  first 
two  years  of  any  good  college  program. 

Christian  Organizations 

The  characters  of  college  students  will  be  shaped  in  large  part 
by  the  programs  of  social  and  religious  life  which  exist  on  the  college 
campus.  Students  will  be  benefited  most  by  those  religious  activities 
which  they  themselves  initiate  and  promote.  It  is  the  function  of 
the  faculty  to  advise,  assist  in  organizing,  and  encourage  the  students 
in  the  wholesome  conduct  of  religious  organizations. 

Within  recent  years,  definite  provision  has  been  made  for 
organizing  such  religious  activities  as  are  promoted  by  the  different 
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denominational  boards  of  education.  A  special  effort  is  being  made 
to  co-ordinate  the  religious  activities  of  students  with  the  local  church 
programs  in  each  case.  Religious  activities  of  the  campus  are  under 
the  direction  of  a  central  advisory  committee,  composed  of  members 
of  the  faculty  and  student  body.  A  vesper  service  for  both  young 
men  and  young  women  is  conducted  on  each  Sunday  evening,  and 
religious  meetings  are  held  on  Wednesday  evenings.  The  relig- 
ious groups  also  sponsor  a  program  of  recreational  activities.  Sev- 
eral young  men  in  the  student  body  have  indicated  a  desire  to 
enter  the  Christian  ministry.  These  students  have  been  organ- 
ized into  a  ministerial  band.  Regular  meetings,  under  the  sponsor- 
ship of  a  member  of  the  faculty,  are  held.  Several  members 
of  the  band  have  conducted  religion's  services  in  churches  near 
Brevard  and  Rosman.  This  has  become  an  important  student 
organization. 

These  various  organizations  not  only  develop  the  religious  life 
of  the  members,  but  also  give  a  spiritual  tone  to  the  whole  student 
body.  The  religious  life  of  the  college  centers  around  groups  of 
this  nature.  From  them  radiate  a  Christian  influence  which  pene- 
trates every  phase  of  college  activity. 

Literary  Societies 

There  are  four  literary  socities  in  the  college.  These  socities 
are  known  as  Euterpean,  Mnemosynean,  Cliosophic,  and  Delphian. 
Regular  meetings  are  held  weekly.  The  college  administration  en- 
courages the  development  of  such  societies  into  active  working  units. 
Membership  in  societies  of  this  kind  should  prove  especially  bene- 
ficial. 

Student  Clubs 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  faculty,  several  different  clubs 
have  been  organized.  These  clubs  meet  at  regular  intervals,  but 
the  meetings  must  be  arranged  and  programs  planned  after  con- 
ferences with  the  Dean.  The  following  clubs  are  now  functioning 
as  a  part  of  college  life:  International  Relations  Club,  Dramatic 
Club;  Travel  Club,  Journalism  Club,  the  Ministerial  Student  Organ- 
ization, Christian  Workers  Club,  the  P.  K.  Club,  Music  Appreciation 
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Club,  Glee  Club,  Mu  Delta,  Sigma  Pi  Alpha,  Phi  Theta  Kappa, 
Alpha  Pi  Epsilon.  The  last  three  clubs  are  scholastic  fraternities. 
Membership  in  these  fraternities  is  carefully  restricted  and  is  based 
entirely  on  scholarship,  personality,  and  character. 

The  Clarion 

The  students  of  the  college  publish  a  newspaper,  entitled  The 
Clarion.  Students  select  the  members  of  the  staff,  with  whom  there 
may  be  one  or  more  faculty  advisers.  The  cost  of  the  paper  will 
be  covered  by  advertisements  and  a  small  subscription  fee  which 
will  be  determined  by  the  business  manager  of  the  college. 

The  Pertelote 

Members  of  the  graduating  class  publish  the  Brevard  College 
Annual,  called  The  Pertelote.  The  staff  is  composed  of  students 
with  faculty  advisers.  The  expense  of  publication  is  borne  by  sub- 
scription fees  and  advertisements. 

What  to  Bring 

Dormitory  rooms  are  furnished  with  single  beds,  a  dresser, 
chairs,  and  a  table.  Each  student  must  provide  for  personal  use  six 
towels,  four  sheets,  one  pillow,  two  pillow  cases,  blankets,  counter- 
pane suitable  for  single  bed,  laundry  bag,  one  teaspoon  and  glass  for 
use  in  room,  and  all  necessary  toilet  articles. 

Girls  will  need  an  umbrella,  a  pair  of  galoshes,  and  gym  shoes. 
All  linen  should  be  plainly  marked. 

Students  furnish  their  own  books,  stationery,  and  other  school 
supplies.  These  may  be  purchased  from  the  College  Exchange. 
Students  may  return  to  the  College  Exchange  for  refund  such  books 
as  will  be  used  again;  the  value  will  be  determined  by  their  condition. 

Room  Reservation 

Rooms  in  dormitories  will  be  reserved  in  the  order  of  the  accept- 
ance of  applications.  Students  desiring  to  do  so  may  arrange  to 
room  together  by  application  to  the  dean  of  men  or  the  dean  of 
women.  Such  arrangements  should  be  made  in  advance  of  the 
college  opening  if  possible.    After  the  first  week  of  each  semester, 
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students  will  not  be  permitted  to  change  their  rooms  unless  the 
change  is  necessary  for  the  best  interest  of  all  students  involved. 

A  deposit  fee  of  $5.00  is  required  when  a  room  is  engaged. 
This  amount  will  be  credited  on  the  expenses  for  the  year.  The 
deposit  will  be  refunded  if  the  application  should  be  withdrawn 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  opening  of  the  semester. 

Day  Students 

Students  who  prefer  a  college  like  Brevard,  but  do  not  wish 
to  live  in  the  dormitories,  may  find  room  and  board  in  the  town  of 
Brevard  at  reasonable  rates  and  be  admitted  as  day  students.  All 
such  living  arrangements  must  be  made  with  the  approval  of  the 
college  authorities.  Students  living  in  private  homes  are  subject  to 
the  same  general  regulations  as  those  students  who  live  in  the  college 
dormitories. 

Students  who  live  in  their  own  homes  in  Brevard  or  nearby  are 
welcomed  into  the  college  student  body.  They  will  have  the  same 
opportunities  as  other  students  in  every  respect.  Such  students  are 
urged  to  participate  in  the  various  phases  of  social  and  religious  life 
in  the  college.  All  students,  regardless  of  where  they  live,  are  ex- 
pected to  pay  tuition  fees. 


ACCREDITATION 


Brevard  College  is  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  College 
Conference,  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Church-Related  Col- 
leges, and  of  the  American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges.  It  is 
accredited  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Department  of  Education 
and  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

Graduates  and  former  students  from  Brevard  College  have  suc- 
cessfully transferred  to  more  than  seventy  senior  colleges,  universities, 
and  normal  and  professional  schools. 

Students  who  have  met  college  entrance  requirements  and  have 
done  satisfactory  work  in  their  freshman  and  sophomore  years  at 
Brevard  College  have  been  uniformly  successful  in  their  junior  and 
senior  work  after  transferring,  and  many  have  made  outstanding 
records.

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GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

1.  No  student  will  be  admitted  to  classes,  athletics,  or  other 
privileges  of  the  college  without  paying  all  fees  required  on  entrance, 
and  also  being  properly  classified. 

2.  All  trips  off  the  campus  and  the  reception  of  visitors  must 
be  with  the  consent  of  the  college  authorities.  Parents  are  requested 
to  grant  permission  in  writing  for  such  privileges  as  they  desire  their 
sons  and  daughters  to  have.  If  parents  leave  the  matter  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  faculty,  general  and  special  permission  will  be  granted 
liberally  so  long  as  the  privilege  is  not  abused. 

3.  Chapel  attendance  is  required  of  all  students. 

4.  The  Dean  must  approve  all  arrangements  for  social  enter- 
tainments, periodicals,  and  public  performances  of  any  kind. 

5.  The  college  authorities  will  not  approve  of  any  act  which  is 
contrary  to  the  rules  of  the  Methodist  Church  or  to  the  laws  of  the 
land.  This  principle  applies  to  conduct  of  students  whether  on  the 
campus  or  on  trips  as  representatives  of  the  college. 

6.  Damage  to  college  or  personal  property  shall  be  paid  for  by 
those  involved  in  its  destruction.  If  it  is  impossible  to  discover  the 
responsible  persons,  the  cost  will  be  distributed  among  those  in  the 
room  or  building. 

7.  The  accounts  of  all  student  organizations  must  be  audited 
by  a  committee  composed  of  students  and  one  faculty  member.  Any 
profits  will  belong  to  the  organization,  and  officers  will  not  be 
allowed  to  appropriate  any  funds  to  themselves  except  by  vote  of  the 
organization. 

8.  No  student  can  secure  honorable  dismissal  from  the  college 
until  all  financial  and  disciplinary  obligations  are  satisfied.  Like- 
wise, a  student  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  examinations  unless  his 
bills  are  paid  or  satisfactory  arrangements  made  for  their  payment. 
No  official  transcript  of  scholastic  records  will  be  furnished  any  other 
institution  until  all  bills  have  been  paid  in  full. 

9.  Each  student  will  be  expected  to  identify  himself  with  one 
of  the  local  churches  and  attend  its  services  regularly. 

10.  Excused  or  unexcused  absences  may  cause  reduction  in 
grade  or  loss  of  credit. 

11.  No  student  is  allowed  to  operate  agencies  for  selling  any 
article  of  merchandising  in  the  college  dormitories  or  on  the  campus. 


EXPENSES 

Discriminating  parents,  and  their  children  also,  will  always 
consider  two  points  about  the  college  they  finally  choose.  In  the 
first  place,  they  will  ascertain  the  academic  rating  of  the  institution. 
On  this  point  Brevard  enjoys  an  excellent  reputation.  There  is 
no  question  about  the  high  quality  of  instruction  which  is  pro- 
vided. 

The  second  point  has  reference  to  financial  costs.  Most  young 
people  find  it  necessary  to  consider  the  expense  of  attending  the 
college  of  their  choice.  Students  who  become  interested  in  Bre- 
vard should  know  that  a  consistent  effort  is  made  to  keep  the 
cost  as  low  as  possible.  This  is  accomplished  by  strict  economy 
and  annual  donations  which  constitute  a  part  of  the  college  budget. 
Annual  appropriations  from  the  church  serve  to  reduce  the  cost 
to  the  student  to  some  extent. 

No  student,  even  if  he  pays  every  cent  of  his  tuition,  pays 
the  whole  cost  of  his  college  education.  Income  from  fixed  en- 
dowment and  contributions  by  people  who  believe  in  the  value  of 
the  college  as  an  agency  in  Christian  education  are  used  to  pay 
approximately  one-third  of  the  cost  of  educating  every  student  who 
attends  Brevard  College. 

Considering  the  quality  of  the  services  rendered,  student  ex- 
penses at  Brevard  College  are  quite  reasonable.  The  charge  for 
board  and  room  is  approximately  the  cost  of  those  services.  The 
College  is  not  operated  for  the  purpose  of  making  money.  We 
desire,  therefore,  that  our  friends  will  consider  the  expenses  listed 
in  the  light  of  these  facts.

Student  Employment 

Some  students  at  Brevard  College  are  able  to  meet  a  part  of 
their  expenses  by  part-time  employment.  In  this  way,  the  college 
hopes  to  enable  a  few  students  to  obtain  a  college  education  who 
might  otherwise  be  denied  the  privilege  of  attending  college  be- 
cause of  expenses.  Students  with  good  academic  records  who 
find  it  necessary  to  supplement  their  income  by  work  should  file 
applications  for  part-time  employment.  Only  a  limited  number 
of  students  will  be  thus  accommodated.  For  all  work  done,  the 
students  are  paid  a  specified  amount  per  hour,  and  the  amounts 
earned  will  be  applied  on  their  expenses.  All  work  is  done  in 
accordance  with  a  general  plan  which  is  under  the  direction  of  a 
member  of  the  faculty. 

All  young  people  who  can  possibly  meet  their  college  ex- 
penses without  part-time  employment  are  encouraged  to  do  so. 
A  student  who  accepts  a  work  program  will  be  expected  to  render 
a  type  of  service  which  is  satisfactory  to  college  officials. 

Payment  of  Accounts 

In  order  to  operate  the  college  without  debt,  it  is  necessary 
that  these  charges  be  paid  in  every  instance.  The  administration 
reserves  the  right  to  change  the  rates  after  two  weeks'  notice,  pro- 
vided the  cost  of  food  supplies  and  wages  should  make  it  necessary. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  regulates  the  prices  to  be  charged  and 
instructs  college  officials  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  following  regula- 
tions: 

1.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  register  until  he  has  paid 
the  charges  for  room  and  table  board  for  at  least  two  months  in 
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advance.    This  applies  to  students  who  live  in  college  dormitories 
and  to  students  who  take  their  meals  in  the  college  dining  hall. 

2.  Veterans  will  be  required  to  present  at  the  time  of  reg- 
istration their  Certificates  of  Eligibility  and  Entitlement  by  which 
college  officials  may  be  guided  in  the  collection  of  tuition,  special 
fees,  and  the  cost  of  books  through  the  Veterans  Administration. 

3.  All  other  students  will  be  expected  to  pay  one-half  of  the 
charges  for  the  semester  at  the  time  of  registration  and  the  re- 
mainder at  the  end  of  the  first  eight  weeks  of  the  semester.  Pay- 
ment at  the  time  of  registration  will  be  $125.75. 

4.  Tuition  and  fees  cannot  be  refunded.  If  a  student  finds 
it  necessary  to  withdraw  from  the  college  after  payment  of  tuition 
and  fees,  the  amount  unexpended  will  be  left  to  the  student's  credit 
and  may  be  applied  on  his  expenses  in  any  succeeding  semester 
within  two  years  after  date  of  departure. 

5.  In  case  a  student  is  absent  from  the  college  on  account 
of  protracted  illness,  a  pro  rata  part  of  the  money  paid  for  board 
will  be  refunded  on  presentation  of  an  absence  certificate  showing 
that  the  student  was  unable  to  return. 

6.  Should  the  student  leave  the  college  for  any  other  cause 
than  illness  of  himself  or  in  his  family  or  be  expelled  or  sus- 
pended, all  monies  advanced  by  him  shall  be  retained  by  the  col- 
lege as  liquidated  damages  for  the  student's  breach  of  contract. 

7.  Students  will  not  be  granted  honorable  dismissal  nor  will 
any  transcripts  of  their  credits  be  furnished  until  all  accounts  with 
the  college  are  paid  in  full. 

The  College  Store 

The  college  operates  a  store  in  the  basement  of  Spencer  Hall. 
Textbooks,  stationery,  and  miscellaneous  school  and  personal  sup- 
plies are  stocked.  This  affords  to  students  and  faculty  members 
certain  conveniences.  This  store  is  maintained  as  a  part  of  the 
cooperative  program  of  the  college. 

No  student  or  faculty  member  is  allowed  to  operate  agencies 
for  books,  clothing,  or  other  supplies.  All  such  business  is  sup- 
posed to  be  done  through  the  college  store.  No  purchases  will  be 
charged  without  written  authorization  from  parents  to  the  bursar. 
The  Veterans'  Coffee  Shop 

The  Veterans'  Coffee  Shop  is  a  1946  addition  to  the  campus. 
The  Veterans'  Club  members  have  redecorated  and  outfitted  the 
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room  attractively.  Soft  drinks,  ice  cream,  coffee,  cookies,  and 
other  light  refreshments  are  sold,  and  the  proceeds  used  for  projects 
sponsored  by  the  Club. 

Scholarships  and  Loan  Funds 

The  college  specializes  in  work  scholarships  to  the  extent  of  its 
financial  ability. 

It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  college  to  grant  full  scholarships  un- 
less the  funds  are  provided  from  outside  sources.  A  few  such 
scholarships  are  available  but  it  is  not  possible  to  indicate  in  ad- 
vance the  number  and  amounts.  Students  with  excellent  high 
school  records  who  really  need  financial  aid  may  file  applications 
for  scholarships.  All  cases  of  this  nature  will  be  carefully  investi- 
gated before  grants  are  made. 

There  are  a  few  loan  funds  available  for  students  who  wish  to 
borrow  small  amounts  in  order  to  meet  their  college  expenses.  The 
administration  frankly  discourages  borrowing  if  it  is  possible  to  avoid 
it.  Loans  will  be  limited  to  $100.00  for  one  student  in  any  one  year. 
All  loans  will  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum. 
Notes  must  be  endorsed  by  two  responsible  persons.  All  matters  of 
this  nature  will  be  handled  in  purely  businesslike  manner. 

Requirements  for  Admission 
Brevard  College  will  admit  students  to  the  Freshman  Class  in 
two  ways: 

1.  Entrance  by  Certificate.  Satisfactory  credentials  must  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  Registrar  before  an  applicant  may  register.  Candi- 
dates must  present  themselves  in  person  before  the  committee  on 
registration  during  the  period  of  registration.  Students  who  present 
certificates  of  work  accomplished  in  preparatory  schools  and  high 
schools  may  be  admitted  without  examination,  provided  the  certifi- 
cates are  approved.  The  right  to  examine,  however,  is  reserved, 
when  such  a  course  is  deemed  necessary.  Certificates  must  be  made 
out  on  the  printed  forms  furnished  on  application  to  the  Registrar. 

2.  Entrance  by  Examination.  Brevard  College  will  accept  the 
certificates  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  provided  the 
applicants  submit  satisfactory  school  certificates  also.  Entrance  ex- 
aminations ate  given  to  graduates  of  non-accredited  high  schools. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Students.  A  student  in  good  standing 
and  presenting  suitable  credentials  from  another  college  will,  on 
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entrance  to  Brevard  College,  be  allowed  such  college  credit  toward 
a  diploma  as  seems  justified  according  to  the  standards  of  this  in- 
stitution. Such  credits  are  considered  provisional  and  may  be  can- 
celled at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  if  the  work  of  the  student  is 
unsatisfactory. 

Applicants  must  offer  credits  for  sixteen  units  of  high  school 
work.  A  unit  represents  a  year's  work  in  some  subject,  and  is 
approximately  the  equivalent  of  one  quarter  of  the  total  amount  done 
by  the  average  class  in  one  year.  The  following  is  the  list  of  units 
from  which  entrance  units  may  be  chosen:

Academic  Requirements 
In  order  to  indicate  the  standard  of  work  expected  of  students, 
the  faculty  has  adopted  the  following  academic  requirements: 

1 .  In  order  to  hold  any  official  responsibility  within  the  college 
or  to  participate  in  any  program  of  college  representation,  a  student 
must  be  carrying  a  minimum  of  fourteen  hours  of  college  work  and 
must  be  passing  nine  hours.  A  work  student  permitted  to  carry  an 
abbreviated  program  must  be  taking  a  minimum  of  nine  hours  and 
passing  nine  hours. 

2.  No  regular  student  will  be  permitted  to  carry  less  than 
fourteen  hours  or  more  than  eighteen  hours  of  class  work  except  by 
special  ruling  of  the  faculty.  There  will  be  a  charge  of  $5.00  for 
each  semester  hour  in  excess  of  eighteen  hours  per  semester. 

3.  A  student  who  has  failed  the  first  semester  of  a  continued 
course  can  make  up  that  failure  only  by  repeating  the  course. 

4.  A  student  who  has  received  a  condition  in  a  course  must 
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remove  the  condition  at  least  one  month  previous  to  the  examination 
period  of  the  next  semester  during  which  he  is  in  residence,  at  a 
time  approved  by  the  instructor  in  the  course. 

5.  Courses  in  which  a  student  was  passing  at  the  time  of  with- 
drawal because  of  unavoidable  conditions  will  not  be  considered 
failures. 

6.  Final  examinations  covering  the  entire  work  of  the  semester 
will  be  given  in  all  courses. 

7.  Neither  an  excused  nor  an  unexcused  absence  exempts  a 
student  from  the  responsibility  of  mastering  the  material  covered  in 
his  absence. 

8.  Any  student  who  is  absent  from  a  quiz  or  an  examination 
at  the  appointed  time  without  excuse  will  not  be  permitted  to  take 
that  quiz  or  examination. 

9.  For  one  unexcused  absence  immediately  before  or  immedi- 
ately after  a  holiday  a  student  will  be  subjected  to  a  loss  of  not  more 
than  four  points  from  his  grade;  and  for  two  or  more  unexcused 
absences  he  will  be  put  on  attendance  probation. 

10.  Probation  shall  include  the  following  regulations: 

a.  No  unexcused  absences  will  be  permitted. 

b.  Absences  from  the  campus  will  not  be  permitted  except 
for  the  most  urgent  reason. 

c.  No  athletic  contest  may  be  engaged  in  at  this  period. 

d.  An  office  in  a  college  organization  which  involves  a  loss 
of  time  from  study  must  be  given  up. 

11.  When  a  student  is  put  on  probation,  the  Dean  of  the  Col- 
lege will  notify  the  parents. 

12.  If  the  attitude,  conduct,  and  scholarship  of  the  student 
warrant  it,  the  Dean  may  terminate  the  probation  period  before  the 
end  of  the  term. 

13.  In  order  to  be  classified  as  a  sophomore,  a  student  must 
have  twenty-four  semester  hours  to  his  credit. 

14.  The  college  will  not  recommend  to  another  institution  a 
student  whose  academic  grades  average  less  than  C. 

15.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  drop  a  course  without  the 
permission  of  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

16.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  complete  the  requirements 
for  graduation  in  a  period  of  fewer  than  four  semesters  without 
faculty  approval. 
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GRADUATION    REQUIREMENTS 

Some  knowledge  of  the  Bible  and  some  skill  in  the  use  of  the 
English  language  are  necessary  to  a  degree  of  culture  and  refine- 
ment, as  are  some  contacts  with  social  science,  laboratory  science, 
and  mathematics.  Therefore  all  students  who  expect  to  receive 
diplomas  will  be  required  to  complete  six  semester  hours  of  religious 
education,  six  semester  hours  of  English,  four  semester  hours  of  phy- 
sical education,  and  two  semester  hours  of  hygiene.  The  require- 
ments in  natural  science,  social  science,  and  mathematics  will  be  de- 
termined by  the  needs  of  the  various  curricula.  Beyond  these  fun- 
damental elements  of  college  training,  every  hour  of  the  sixty-six  re- 
quired hours  will  be  chosen  for  the  particular  benefit  of  each  indi- 
vidual student. 

Briefly  stated,  the  requirements,  for  all  students,  for  gradua- 
tion from  Brevard  College,  with  recommendation  to  a  higher  in- 
stitution, are  as  follows: 

1.  Recommendation   for   graduation   by   the   faculty. 

2.  A  major  of  at  least  12  semester  hours  in  one  subject-mat- 

ter field. 

3.  English  Composition  6  semester  hours 

Religious  Education  6  semester  hours 

Hygiene  2  semester  hours 

Physical  Education  4  semester  hours 

4.  A  total  of  sixty-six  semester  hours  is  required  for  gradu- 

ation. 

5.  Sixty  quality  points  based  on  the  following  schedule: 
Grade  A  (Excellent)   3  quality  points  for  each   semester 

hour. 
Grade   B   (Superior)   2  quality  points  for  each   semester 

hour. 
Grade   C    (Average)    1    quality   point   for   each    semester 

hour. 
Grade    D    (Passing)    Credit    for   course,    but    no    quality 

points. 
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6.  The  Dean's  approval  of  program  of  study. 

7.  Character  and  attainments  worthy  of  a  diploma  from  Bre- 

vard College. 
For  graduation  without  recommendation  to  higher  institutions 
only  thirty  quality  points  are  required. 

A  student  who  completes  all  other  requirements  for  graduation 
except  the  requirement  of  quality  points  will  be  given  a  certificate 
to  show  that  the  work  has  been  done.

Courses  primarily  for  freshmen  are  numbered  from  11  to  20, 
and  courses  for  sophomores  are  numbered  from  21  to  50. 

Department  of  Art 

Mrs.  Bramlett 

The  art  courses  have  these  objectives:  1.  To  provide  the  student 
who  wants  art  as  a  cultural  benefit  with  the  means  of  recognizing  and 
enjoying  beauty  wherever  seen;  2.  To  offer  the  student  who  wishes 
to  learn  a  hobby  the  training  for  a  more  satisfactory  use  of  his  leisure 
time;  3.  To  give  the  student  who  intends  to  become  professional 
through  graduate  study  a  sound  basis  in  the  fundamental  techniques 
of  artistic  expression. 

The  courses  are  planned  for  the  art  lover,  the  home  maker, 
the  hobbyist,  and  the  career  artist  in  the  making.  Design  technique, 
color  study,  and  originality  in  execution  of  art  expression  are 
emphasized. 

Art  10 — Art  and  Design:  A  study  of  the  application  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  design  and  color  as  related  to  everyday 
problems  of  the  home  or  work.  A  study  is  made  of  sizes,  shapes, 
colors,  and  textures  which  must  be  selected  and  arranged  in  con- 
cordance with  principles  of  beauty.  Two  three-hour  periods  for 
studio  work  and  one  hour  lecture.    Laboratory  fee  $4. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Art  21 — Introduction  to  Crafts:  Course  includes  crocheting, 
Hungarian  weaving,  wood  finishing,  glass  etching,  plaster  carving, 
textile  painting,  and  the  making  of  salt  beads,  plaster  plaques,  stuffed 
toys,  and  electric  lamps.  Three  two-hour  periods,  instruction  in- 
cluded. Laboratory  fee  $4.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Art  22 — Advanced  Crafts:  A  course  in  crafts  including  table 
weaving,  floor  loom  weaving,  hooked  rug  designing,  doll  making, 
and  some  work  in  clay  and  plastic.  Three  two-hour  periods,  in- 
struction included.    Laboratory  fee  $4. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Art  24 — Color  and  Design:  Theories  of  design  and  theories  of 
color.  Several  techniques  of  design  are  used,  and  free  expression 
and  originality  are  encouraged.  Three  two-hour  periods  for  studio 
work,  instruction  included.    Laboratory  fee  $4. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 
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Art  25 — Elementary  Course  in  Painting:  A  course  in  color 
study,  charcoal,  water  color,  and  pastel  painting.  Two  one-hour 
lecture  periods  and  two  two-hour  laboratory  periods.  Laboratory 
fee  $4.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Art  26 — Painting:  A  course  in  oil  painting.  Two  one-hour 
lecture  periods  and  two  two-hour  laboratory  periods.  Laboratory 
fee  $4.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 


Department  of  Business  Education 

Miss  Frazier,  Miss  Griffin,  Miss  Crow 

The  Department  of  Business  Education  has  as  its  aim  the 
providing  of  training  which  will  result  in  social  intelligence,  tech- 
nical knowledge,  and  occupational  skill. 

The  two-year  course  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  three 
classes  of  students:  (1)  students  who  plan  to  go  into  office  work 
before  completing  a  college  course,  (2)  students  who  desire  prac- 
tical business  training  along  with  their  college  work,  and  (3)  stu- 
dents who  plan  to  take  advanced  work  in  the  field  of  Business 
Education. 

Training  may  be  secured  with  the  emphasis  placed  on  account- 
ing and  basic  business  subjects  or  on  the  secretarial  subjects. 

In  order  to  qualify  for  a  certificate  in  the  secretarial  field,  a 
student  must  attain  a  shorthand  speed  of  one  hundred  words  a 
minute  and  a  typewriting  speed  of  sixty  words  a  minute.  In  addition, 
he  must  take  the  course  as  prescribed  in  this  catalogue  and  make  at 
least  an  average  of  C  on  all  his  work  for  the  two  years. 

Typewriting  11-12 — Beginning  Typewriting:  The  learning  of 
the  keyboard,  operation  and  care  of  machine,  and  the  writing, 
punctuation,  and  attractive  arrangement  of  material,  including  busi- 
ness letters.  The  class  meets  six  hours  a  week,  and  outside  practice 
is  required.  A  speed  of  twenty-five  words  a  minute  is  required. 
Laboratory  fee  $5.  Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Typewriting  21-22 — Intermediate  Typewriting:  A  continu- 
ation of  Typewriting  11-12,  dealing  with  more  difficult  forms  of 
material,  placing  special  emphasis  on  speed.  The  class  meets  six 
hours  a  week  and  outside  practice  is  required.  A  speed  of  forty-five 
words  a  minute  is  required.   Laboratory  fee  $5. 

Credit,  4  semester  hours.

Typewriting  31 — Advanced  Typewriting:  In  this  course  the 
student  is  working  for  both  speed  and  accuracy.  A  good  deal  of 
time  is  spent  reviewing  the  different  styles  of  business  letters  and 
their  placement,  tabulation  problems,  and  manuscript  writing.  The 
class  meets  three  hours  a  week,  and  outside  practice  is  required. 
The  speed  requirement  for  this  course  is  fifty-five  words  a  minute. 
Laboratory  fee  $5.  Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Typewriting  32 — Advanced  Typewriting:  This  is  a  contin- 
uation of  Typewriting  31.  Some  time  is  devoted  to  typing  legal 
forms  and  documents  and  many  other  business  papers  commonly 
used  in  offices.  Timed  tests  are  given  on  letter  writing,  tabulation, 
and  straight  copy  work.  The  class  meets  three  hours  a  week,  and 
outside  practice  is  required.  A  student  must  have  a  speed  of  sixty 
words  a  minute  with  a  minimum  number  of  errors.  Laboratory 
fee  $5.  Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Shorthand  11-12 — Beginning  Shorthand:  Principles  and  theo- 
ries of  Gregg  Shorthand,  intensive  study  of  brief  forms  and  phrases, 
reading    and    dictation    practice,    and    transcribing    simple    letters. 

Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

Shorthand  21-22 — Intermediate  Shorthand:  A  continuation 
of  Shorthand  11-12  with  more  emphasis  placed  on  dictation  and 
transcription.  By  the  end  of  the  course,  the  students  must  be  taking 
dictation  at  the  rate  of  eighty  words  a  minute. 

Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

Shorthand  31 — Advanced  Shorthand:  Much  practice  is  given 
in  taking  dictation  and  in  transcribing  in  a  given  amount  of  time. 
Speed  requirement  for  the  course  is  dictation  at  the  rate  of  one 
hundred  words  per  minute  for  a  period  of  five  minutes.  This  must 
be  transcribed  neatly  and  with  a  minimum  number  of  errors. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Shorthand  32 — Advanced  Shorthand:  This  is  a  continuation 
of  Shorthand  31  with  increased  emphasis  placed  on  higher  rates 
of  speed  in  dictation  and  accurate  transcription.  One  object  of  the 
course  is  to  produce  mailable  transcripts.   Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Secretarial  Practice  21:  The  object  of  this  course  is  to 
train  the  student  to  meet  the  situations  arising  in  a  modern  business 
office.  The  following  topics  are  studied  intensively:  the  business 
letter,  the  personal  qualities  of  a  good  secretary,  and  communica- 
tion systems.  Laboratory  fee  $3.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Secretarial  Practice  22:  This  course  includes  study  and 
practice  in  filing,  office  machines,  and  other  skills  that  a  secretary 
needs  in  a  business  office.    Laboratory  fee  $3. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours.

Accounting  1 1 — Beginning  Accounting:  The  purpose  of  this 
course  is  to  provide  a  mastery  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  book- 
keeping and  their  application  to  the  business  world.  A  study  is 
made  of  the  complete  bookkeeping  cycle.  One  practice  set  is  re- 
quired for  the  semester.    Laboratory  fee  $4. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Accounting  12 — Intermediate  Accounting:  This  is  a  con- 
tinuation of  Accounting  11.  A  study  is  made  of  deferred  charges, 
fixed  assets,  and  notes  and  the  methods  of  recording  them.  Training 
is  given  in  the  use  of  the  bookkeeping  machines.  At  least  one 
practice  set  is  required.    Laboratory  fee  $4. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Accounting  21 — Advanced  Accounting:  This  course  con- 
sists of  the  fundamental  principles  of  accounting,  the  theory  of 
record  making,  organization  of  accounts,  presentation  of  the  bal- 
ance sheet,  profit  and  loss  statement,  various  books  of  original  entry, 
controlling  accounts,  and  subsidiary  ledgers.  A  practice  set  is  re- 
quired.  Laboratory  fee  $4.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Accounting  22 — Advanced  Accounting:  The  fundamental 
principles  of  accounting  are  re-emphasized,  and  special  attention  is 
given  to  the  partnership  form  of  business  organization.  A  practice 
set  is  used  to  illustrate  the  principles  discussed.  The  general  char- 
acteristics and  the  fundamental  problems  of  a  corporation  are  also 
given  consideration.  Laboratory  fee  $4.     Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Department  of  Education  and  Psychology 
Dr.  Loomis 

The  courses  in  education  are  those  usually  offered  in  the  first 
two  years  of  a  teacher's  course.  They  are  fundamental  and  orienta- 
tional.  They  give  students  the  content  necessary  for  a  continuation 
of  their  program  in  four-year  colleges. 

The  courses  in  psychology  are  those  usually  required  of  teachers 
and  of  others  who  deal  with  children.  The  course  in  General 
Psychology  is  preparatory  to  the  whole  field  of  psychology  as  well 
as  for  teaching,  and  as  such  is  basic  in  the  field  of  social  science. 

Education  1 1 — Introduction  to  Education:  An  orientation 
course  that  undertakes  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  present 
view  of  organized  education — its  aims,  problems,  and  methods. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Education  12 — History  of  Education:  A  study  of  the  sources 
of  our  modern  educational  aims  and  practices,  principles  and  trends. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 
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Psychology  21 — General  Psychology:  An  introductory  course 
covering  the  basic  vocabulary,  methods,  and  principles  of  general 
psychology.    Laboratory  fee  $1.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Psychology  22 — Educational  Psychology:  A  study  of  motiva- 
tion, learning,  individual  differences,  personality,  and  adjustments 
as  they  are  related  to  the  educative  process.  A  course  for  students 
who  expect  to  teach.  Prerequisite,  Psychology  21. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Psychology  23 — Child  Psychology:  A  thorough  study  of  the 
child's  development  from  the  genetic  point  of  view.  All  types  and 
phases  of  growth  are  considered  from  birth  to  adolescence. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

The  Department  of  English 

Miss  Smith,  Miss  Craig,  Mrs.  Scroggs,  Mrs.  Coltrane 

The  basic  English  courses,  required  for  graduation,  include 
the  fundamentals  of  English  grammar  and  stress  proficiency  in 
spoken  English  and  in  clear  and  forceful  writing.  The  courses  in 
literature  furnish  an  introduction  to  the  study  of  the  works  of  the 
best  English  writers.  The  aims  are  to  lead  the  student  to  appreciate 
and  understand  both  content  and  form  and  to  encourage  mature 
reading  and  writing.  Original  essays  are  written  and  parallel  read- 
ing is  required.  The  other  elective  courses  deal  with  the  essentials 
of  business  correspondence,  with  imaginative  writing  in  its  various 
forms,  and  with  public  speaking  in  a  variety  of  situations. 

English  1 1 — English  Composition:  This  course  deals  with  the 
correct  preparation  of  manuscript,  development  of  paragraphs,  effec- 
tive use  of  the  library,  organization  of  material  for  themes,  letter 
writing,  and  colloquial  English.  Frequent  short  oral  and  written 
themes,  directed  reading  and  conferences  with  the  instructors  are 
required.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

English  12 — English  Rhetoric:  This  course  stresses  oral  and 
written  reports  with  cited  authorities  and  bibliographies  properly 
handled,  the  study  of  diction,  the  forms  of  discourse,  and  the  types 
of  literature,  with  an  appreciation  of  artistic  writing.  Directed  read- 
ing, conference  with  the  instructor,  and  a  term  paper  are  required. 
Prerequisite,  English  11.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

English  15 — Business  English:  This  course  deals  with  the 
essentials  of  business  correspondence  and  the  development  of  power 
in  the  use  of  language  for  business  purposes.  Offered  every  other 
semester,  alternating  with  English  25.     An  elective. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 
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English  21 — English  Literature:  This  is  a  survey  of  English 
literature  from  Beowulf  to  Romantic  Beginnings.  Directed  reading 
and  frequent  oral  and  written  reports  are  required.  Prerequisites, 
English  11  and  12.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

English  22 — English  Literature:  This  is  a  survey  of  English 
literature  from  Romantic  Beginnings  through  the  Modern  Period. 
Directed  reading  and  frequent  oral  and  written  reports  are  required. 
Prerequisites,  English  11  and  12.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

English  25 — Creative  Writing:  A  course  in  advanced  composi- 
tion with  major  emphasis  upon  imaginative  writing.  It  includes 
library  work  on  the  personal  essay,  the  short  story,  and  contempo- 
rary poetry.  Offered  every  other  semester,  alternating  with  English 
15.    An  elective.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

English  27 — Public  Speaking:  A  practical  introductory  course 
with  emphasis  on  gathering  and  organizing  material  and  on  methods 
of  holding  interest.  Frequent  delivery  of  prepared  speeches  of  the 
different  types  on  carefully  selected  topics.  Prerequisite,  English  12. 
An  elective.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Department  of  Health  and  Physical  Education 
Mr.  Andrews,  Mrs.  Caldwell,  Mrs.  Andrews 

This  department  proposes  to  give  every  young  person  in  the 
college  an  opportunity  to  improve  his  physical  condition,  to  provide 
instruction  in  maintaining  health,  to  encourage  clean  living  and 
clean  speech,  to  secure  participation  by  every  student  in  some  phase 
of  interscholastic  sports,  and  to  furnish  the  physical  education  major 
with  the  prerequisites  to  the  advanced  courses  in  this  field. 

Hygiene 

Hygiene  1 1 — Personal,  Mental,  and  Environmental  Hygiene: 
A  practical  course  designed  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  func- 
tional phases  of  healthful  and  happy  living.    Required  of  freshmen. 

Credit,  1  semester  hour. 

Hygiene  13 — Eirst  Aid:  The  American  Red  Cross  First  Aid 
Course  designed  to  teach  students  to  prevent  accidents  and  to  treat 
properly  any  emergencies  which  may  arise.    Required  of  freshmen. 

Credit,  1  semester  hour. 

Physical  Education  For  Women 

Physical  Education  11-12 — Gymnastics  and  Sports:  The  de- 
velopment of  posture,  strength,  agility,  and  neuro-muscular  coordi- 
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nation,  in  the  first  semester,  and  in  the  second  semester  the  same 
activities  with  the  addition  of  folk  games  and  sports.    Required. 

Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Physical  Education  21-22 — Gymnastics  and  Sports:  Con- 
tinued stress  on  good  posture  and  neuro-muscular  coordination  in  a 
program  of  seasonal  sports.   Required.      Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Physical  Education  For  Men 

Physical  Education  11-12 — Gymnastics  and  Sports.  Designed 
to  increase  the  interest  and  ability  of  young  men  who  wish  to  im- 
prove health  habits  through  organized  play.   Required. 

Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Physical  Education  21-22 — Gymnastics  and  Sports:  A  con- 
tinued program  of  healthful  play  and  seasonal  sports  with  emphasis 
on  leadership.    Required.  Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Department  of  Home  Economics 
Miss  Hendrix 

The  Department  of  Home  Economics  purposes  to  stimulate 
interest  in  homemaking  and  to  provide  training  necessary  for  de- 
velopment in  this  field.  The  curriculum  is  designed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  two  types  of  students: 

1.  Those  who  are  majoring  in  the  field  of  home  eco- 
nomics with  the  expectation  of  continuing  their  study  in 
advanced  institutions. 

2.  Those  who  are  not  home  economics  majors,  but 
who  feel  the  need  of  practical  training  for  home-making. 

The  program  is  developed  chiefly  through  lectures,  laboratory 
experience,  and  field  trips,  with  some  audio-visual  instruction. 

Home  Economics  11 — Home  Furnishing:  A  study  of  the 
problems  involved  in  planning,  financing,  decorating,  and  furnishing 
a  home.  Practice  in  redecorating  rooms  and  refinishing  furniture. 
Two  lectures  and  one  three-hour  laboratory  period  each  week.  Labo- 
ratory fee  $4.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Home  Economics  12 — Clothing  Selection  and  Construction: 
A  course  in  the  selection,  design,  purchase,  and  construction  of  gar- 
ments for  the  individual.  Two  lectures  and  one  three-hour  labora- 
tory period  each  week.   Laboratory  fee  $4. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 
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Home  Economics  13 — Pattern  Study  and  Construction:  A 
further  study  of  fabrics,  foundation  pattern  construction,  and  con- 
struction of  garments  from  designed  patterns.  One  lecture  and  two 
three-hour  laboratory  periods  a  week.  Laboratory  fee  $4.  Prere- 
quisite, Home  Economics   12.  Credit,   3  semester  hours. 

Home  Economics  21 — Food  Selection  and  Preparation:  A 
basic  course  stressing  criteria  of  food  selection  and  the  fundamentals 
of  food  preparation.  One  lecture  and  two  three-hour  laboratory 
periods  a  week.  Prerequisite,  one  year  of  general  chemistry.  Labora- 
tory fee  $4.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Home  Economics  22 — Meal  Preparation:  The  course  in- 
cludes planning  menus,  marketing,  preparing  and  serving  meals. 
Application  through  laboratory  training  in  the  dining  room  of  the 
department.  Two  lectures  and  one  three-hour  laboratory  period 
each  week.    Prerequisite,  Home  Economics  21.    Laboratory  fee  $4. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Home  Economics  25 — Fundamentals  of  Home  Economics:  A 
course  composed  of  two  units:  (1)  Principles  of  clothing  selection 
and  construction;  (2)  Planning,  preparing,  and  serving  meals.  De- 
signed for  students  not  majoring  in  home  economics.  Two  lectures 
and  one  two-hour  laboratory.    Laboratory  fee  $2.00. 

Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Home  Economics  26 — Daily  Living:  A  study  of  basic  prob- 
lems of  family  life.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  money,  time  and  work 
management,  and  family  relationship.  For  non-majors.  Two  lectures 
and  one  two-hour  laboratory.    Laboratory  fee  $2.00. 

Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Department  of  Modern  Foreign  Languages 
Miss  Hayes,  Mrs.  Scroggs,  Mrs.  Straus 

The  Department  of  Foreign  Languages  has  as  its  purpose 
thorough  training  in  the  speaking,  writing,  and  translation  of  the 
language  studied.  To  achieve  this  purpose  emphasis  is  placed  upon 
the  fundamentals  of  grammar,  with  drill  in  oral  and  written  work. 

The  regular  college  courses  numbered  above  20  are  designed 
for  students  who  have  had  two  years  of  French,  German,  or  Spanish 
in  high  school  or  a  college  equivalent.  The  courses  below  20  are 
elementary  but  will  be  credited  at  Brevard  College. 

French 

French  21-22 — Prose  Translation:  A  review  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  French  grammar  with  an  increasing  amount  of  time  spent 
in  reading.    Prerequisite,  two  units  of  high  school  French. 

Credit,  6  semester  hours. 
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French  31-32 — French  Literature:  A  survey  of  French  Litera- 
ture from  the  Middle  Ages  to  the  present  day.  Prerequisite,  French 
21-22.  Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

German 

German  11 — Elementary  Course:  This  is  the  first  semester  of 
an  elementary  course  which  aims  to  give  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  elements  of  grammar.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

German  12 — Intermediate  Course:  This  is  an  intermediate 
course  which  completes  German  11  and  prepares  a  student  for  the 
regular  college  courses  21  and  22.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

German  21 — Prose  Translation:  The  aim  of  this  course  is 
facility  in  prose  translation.  There  will  be  additional  lessons  in  oral 
or  written  grammar.   Prerequisites,  German  11  and  12. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

German  22 — Lyric  Poetry  and  Drama:  Prerequisites,  German 
11  and  12.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Spanish 

Spanish  11-12 — A  beginning  course  for  college  students  which 
offers  the  fundamentals  of  Spanish  grammar. 

Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

Spanish  21-22 — A  review  of  the  fundamentals  of  Spanish 
grammar  with  much  time  devoted  to  reading.  Prerequisite,  Spanish 
11-12  or  two  units  of  high  school  Spanish. 

Department  of  /Mathematics      £,  "Sa-Cc-c-  •    (\Ji< 

Mrs.  Pangle,  Mrs.  Andrews 

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  threefold:  To  give  the 
student  an  introductory  view  of  the  science  of  mathematics,  to  pre- 
pare those  who  wish  to  enter  a  senior  college  for  the  junior  class 
work,  and  to  give  the  engineering  student  the  necessary  mathe- 
matical foundation  for  his  technical  work. 

Mathematics  11 — College  Algebra:  This  course  offers  a 
review  of  elementary  principles,  systems  of  equations,  exponents  and 
radicals,  quadratic  equations,  systems  involving  quadratics,  varia- 
tion, progressions,  binomial  theorem,  theory  of  equations,  permuta- 
tions, combinations,  probability,  determinants. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 
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Mathematics  12 — Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry:  Trigo- 
nometric functions,  reduction  theories  and  formulas,  identities  and 
trigonometric  equations,  solution  of  general  triangle  by  logarithms, 
formulas  for  multiple  angles,  radian  measure,  inverse  trigonometric 
functions.     Prerequisite,    Plane   Geometry. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Mathematics  13 — Solid  and  Spherical  Geometry:  Lines  and 
planes,  polyhedral  angles,  polyhedrons,  cylinders,  cones,  spheres, 
with  numerical  problems  and  proofs  of  exercises.  Prerequisite,  Plane 
Geometry.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Mathematics  21 — Analytic  Geometry:  Curves  and  their  equa- 
tions, the  straight  line,  circle,  conic  sections,  asymptotes,  tangents, 
transformation  of  coordinates,  polar  coordinates,  transcendental 
curves,  parametric  equations.   Prerequisites,  Mathematics  11  and  12. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Mathematics  22 — Differential  Calculus:  A  study  of  the  dif- 
ferentiation process  for  algebraic  and  transcendental  functions,  ap- 
plication of  derivative,  maximum  and  minimum  values,  velocity, 
rates,  application  to  parametric  equations,  differentials,  curvature, 
theorem  of  mean  value  and  its  applications.  Prerequisite,  Mathe- 
matics 21.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Mathematics  23 — Integral  Calculus:  Rules  for  integrating 
standard  elementary  forms,  constant  of  integration,  definite  integral, 
integration — a  process  of  summation,  reduction  formulas,  centroids 
and  other  applications.    Prerequisite,  Mathematics  22. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Engineering  Drawing  11 — Drawing  board  work  covering  the 
selection  and  use  of  instruments,  lettering,  applied  geometry,  ortho- 
graphic projection,  sections,  working  drawings,  tracings,  and  blue 
printing.  Laboratory  fee  $5.  (Includes  rent  on  all  instruments.) 
Three  two-hour  periods  a  week.  Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Engineering  Drawing  12 — Drawing  board  work  covering 
machine  fastenings,  working  drawings,  tracings,  and  blue  printing. 
Blue  Printing  Machine  used:  Pease  Senior  Vertical.  Prerequisite, 
Engineering  Drawing  1 1 .  Laboratory  fee  $5.  Three  two-hour  periods 
a  week.  Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Engineering  Drawing  21 — Descriptive  Geometry:  Represen- 
tation of  geometrical  magnitudes  by  means  of  points,  lines,  planes, 
and  solids,  and  the  solutions  of  applied  problems.  Tangent  planes, 
revolution  and  development  of  surfaces,  intersections  of  solids.  Pre- 
requisites, Engineering  Drawing  11  and  12.  Laboratory  fee  $5.  Three 
two-hour  periods  a  week.  Credit,  2  semester  hours. 
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Department  of  Music 
Mr.  Miller,  Mrs.  Miller,  Miss  Spiro,  Miss  Anderson 

The  Department  of  Music  offers  advantages  for  thorough  train- 
ing in  several  fields  of  execution  as  well  as  cultural  advantages  for 
music  lovers  who  desire  to  increase  their  knowledge  and  appreciation 
of  the  subject.  Through  concert  advantages  of  the  City  of  Asheville 
and  through  faculty  appearances  the  student  has  opportunity  to  come 
in  contact  with  interpretative  ability  of  the  finest  quality. 

In  student  recitals  the  pupils  have  valuable  opportunity  to  gain 
experience  in  appearing  before  groups.  These  occasions  are  looked 
upon  as  a  work  shop  to  gain  poise  and  control  in  platform  perform- 
ances rather  than  as  exhibitions  of  skill.  Near  the  close  of  the  school 
year  a  recital  featuring  the  best  of  the  year's  work  will  be  open  to  the 
public.  All  music  students  will  be  required  to  attend  all  recitals 
throughout  the  year,  and  they  are  strongly  urged  to  take  advantage 
of  the  Concert  Series  in  Asheville,  the  expense  of  which  is  mod- 
erate. 

Applied  Music  11-12 — Voice,  Piano,  Violin:  A  course  de- 
signed for  the  regular  student,  planned  to  fit  the  individual  needs 
of  each  student.  A  sound  technical  basis  is  laid  for  the  beginner, 
and  technical  training  continued  with  those  who  have  previously 
studied.  Interpretative  selections  from  the  best  pedagogical  materials 
and  from  standard  works  in  each  field  are  used.  Minimum  practice, 
one  hour  daily  throughout  the  term.   Two  half-hour  lessons  weekly. 

Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Applied  Music  13-14 — Voice,  Piano,  Violin:  A  course  planned 
for  the  student  with  exceptional  talent.  Sound  technical  principles 
are  continually  stressed  that  they  may  become  habitual  with  con- 
stantly increasing  ability.  Interpretative  work  selected  from  various 
schools — classical,  romantic,  and  modern — and  from  standard  forms. 
A  minimum  of  two  hours  practice  daily  is  required,  and  more  is  en- 
couraged.   Two  half-hour  lessons  weekly. 

Minimum  credit,  6  semester  hours. 

Applied  Music  21-22 — Voice,  Piano,  Violin:  A  continuation 
of  courses  11-12 — the  second  year  course  for  the  regular  music 
student.  The  individual  needs  of  each  student  are  considered  in 
the  selection  of  materials  used.  Technical  training  is  continued,  and 
interpretative  repertory  enlarged  with  materials  selected  from  dif- 
ferent periods  of  musical  composition,  in  different  styles,  and  from 
various  forms.  The  student  is  required  to  appear  in  at  least  one 
recital  a  semester.  The  minimum  practice  time,  one  hour  daily,  is 
required.  Two  half-hour  lessons  weekly.    Credit,  4  semester  hours.

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Applied  Music  23-24 — Voice,  Piano,  Violin:  A  continuation 
of  courses  13-14.  This  is  the  second  year  course  for  those  demon- 
strating exceptional  talent.  The  materials  are  suited  to  the  individual 
needs  and  gifts.  The  work  is  planned  to  culminate  in  a  recital  of 
standard  proportions  in  the  spring  semester.  Credit  will  be  deter- 
mined by  the  amount  of  practice  time  and  the  achievements  in 
technical  and  interpretative  fields.    Two  half-hour  lessons  weekly. 

Minimum  credit,  6  semester  hours. 

Chorus:  Required  of  all  voice  students.  Others  who  enjoy  group 
singing  and  are  able  to  sing  on  pitch  are  invited  to  register.  Singing 
in  parts  of  secular  and  sacred  compositions.   Two  hours  weekly. 

Credit,  1  semester  hour. 

Choir:  Admission  is  by  invitation  of  the  director.  Membership 
is  limited  to  twelve.  A  high  type  of  vocal  ensemble  is  developed 
by  this  group,  with  finished  artistry.  Diction  and  interpre- 
tation are  stressed.  This  group  makes  public  appearances  through- 
out the  year  and  is  largely  responsible  for  music  at  important  oc- 
casions, such  as  commencement.  It  is  an  honor  to  be  a  member. 
Two  hours  weekly.  Credit,  1  semester  hour. 

Instrumental  Ensemble:  When  the  material  in  the  department 
justifies  it,  small  ensemble  groups  of  suitable  combinations  will  be 
formed  for  the  presentation  of  interesting  compositions  in  the 
medium.  The  group  will  practice  regularly  at  scheduled  times 
throughout  the  term,  and  will  meet  an  hour  weekly  for  coaching. 

Credit,  1  semester  hour. 

Solfeggio  11-12:  Singing  of  scales,  intervals,  and  melodies  in 
major  and  minor  modes.  Rhythmic  and  melodic  dictation.  Part 
singing.   Two  hours  a  week.  Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Solfeggio  21-22:  A  continuation  of  Solfeggio  11-12.  More 
advanced  work  in  rhythmic  figures,  modulation,  and  chromatics. 
Rhythmic  and  melodic  dictation  more  than  one  voice.  Two  hours 
a  week.  Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Music  Appreciation  11-12:  No  technical  knowledge  of  music 
required  for  entrance.  Study  of  fundamental  principles  of  instru- 
mental and  vocal  music,  composers,  and  their  compositions.  One 
hour  a  week.  Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Harmony  11-12:  Study  of  intervals,  scales,  part  writing  with 
common  chords  in  major  and  minor  mode,  inversions;  seventh  chords; 
diatonic  modulations.  Text:  Applied  Harmony,  Book  I,  George 
Wedge.    Three  hours  weekly.  Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

Harmony  21-22:  Study  of  effects  caused  by  chromatic  changes. 
Dominant-seventh  and  Diminished  Embellishments.  Modal  changes. 
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Other  inharmonic  seventh  chords,  Chords  of  Augmented  Sixth  and 
Neopolitan  Sixth.  Modulation.  Text:  Applied  Harmony,  Book  II, 
G.  Wedge.   Three  hours  weekly.  Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

Department  of  Natural  Sciences 
Mr.  Trowbridge,  Mrs.  Lobdell,  Miss  Allen,  Mr.  Schreyer 

Instruction  in  the  physical  sciences  is  designed  to  serve  the 
double  purpose  of  preparing  pre-professional  students  for  success  in 
later  courses  for  which  chemistry  and  physics  are  prerequisites,  and 
also  to  use  the  exceptional  opportunities  of  science  study  and  labora- 
tory practice  in  developing  habits  and  processes  which  will  be  valu- 
able in  later  family,  civic,  educational,  and  religious  activities. 

Methods  used  for  the  achievement  of  these  objectives  include 
(1)  definite  detailed  statement  and  frequent  reiteration  of  the  specific 
purposes  in  view;  (2)  such  use  of  satisfiers  and  annoyers  as  seems 
empirically  successful  with  each  individual  pupil. 

Biology  11 — General  Biology:  This  course  is  designed  to  give 
the  student  an  understanding  of  biological  principles,  and  of  repre- 
sentative types  of  the  plant  kingdom.  The  student  is  expected  to 
acquire  some  knowledge  of  the  founders  of  biological  sciences  both 
ancient  and  modern.  Two  lecture  hours  and  two  two-hour  labora- 
tory periods  a  week.  Laboratory  fee  $4.    Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Biology  12 — General  Biology:  A  continuation  of  Biology  11, 
with  a  study  of  representative  types  of  the  animal  kingdom,  includ- 
ing discussions  of  heredity  and  ecology.  Two  lecture  hours  and  two 
two-hour  laboratory  periods  a  week.    Laboratory  fee  $4. 

Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Botany  21 — General  Botany:  A  study  of  Thallophytes,  Bryo- 
phytes  and  Tracheophytes  with  emphasis  on  structure,  function  and 
classification  of  representative  types  of  each  group.  Prerequisites 
Biology  11  and  12.  Two  lecture  hours  and  two  two-hour  laboratory 
periods  per  week.  Laboratory  fee  $4.         Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Botany  22 — Systematic  Botany:  An  introduction  to  the  classi- 
fication of  the  Tracheophytes  (ferns  and  flowering  plants).  With 
field  trips,  collection  and  identification  of  representatives  of  the  local 
flora  and  construction  of  simple  keys  to  certain  groups.  Prerequisite 
Botany  21.  Two  lecture  hours,  each  followed  by  a  two-hour  labora- 
tory period.  Laboratory  fee  $4.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Zoology  31 — General  Invertebrate  Zoology:  A  study  of  repre- 
sentative types  of  the  invertebrates  beginning  with  the  simpler  forms, 
with  emphasis  on  structure,  function  and  classification.   Two  lecture 
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hours  and  two  two-hour  laboratory  periods  per  week.    Laboratory 
fee  $4.  Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Zoology  32 — General  Vertebrate  Zoology:  A  continuation  of 
Zoology  31.  Laboratory  work  will  include  collecting  of  some  local 
forms.  Two  lecture  hours  and  two  two-hour  laboratory  periods  per 
week.  Laboratory  fee  $4.  Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Chemistry  21 — General  Chemistry:  Fundamental  theories  and 
laws  of  chemistry;  structure  of  atoms;  properties  of  certain  typical 
elements,  their  preparation  and  their  principal  compounds.  Lectures, 
recitations,  laboratory  and  library  work.  Two  recitation  hours  and 
two  two-hour  laboratory  periods  a  week.    Laboratory  fee  $4. 

Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Chemistry  22 — General  Chemistry:  Continuation  of  Chem- 
istry 21.  Chemical  theories.  Occurrence,  preparation,  properties, 
and  compounds  of  typical  elements;  carbon  and  its  compounds;  ap- 
plications of  chemistry  to  industry,  farm,  and  home.  Equations,  prob- 
lems, notebooks,  excursions.  Laboratory  work  coordinated  to  text. 
Two  recitations  and  two  two-hour  laboratory  periods  each  week. 
Laboratory  fee  $4.  Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Chemistry  25 — Qualitative  Analysis:  Theoretical  and  labora- 
tory study  of  behavior  of  common  cations  and  of  some  anions;  prob- 
lems; review  and  development  of  theories  and  concepts  discussed  in 
Chemistry  21-22;  investigation  of  known  and  of  unknown  solutions; 
notebooks;  many  equations.  One  recitation  hour  and  at  least  three 
two-hour  laboratory  periods  each  week.    Laboratory  fee  $4. 

Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Chemistry  27 — Organic  Chemistry:  Study  of  compounds  of 
carbon.  Saturated  and  unsaturated  hydrocarbons  and  their  deriva- 
tives; derivatives  of  ammonia;  the  carbohydrates;  coal  tar  compounds. 
Two  recitation  hours  and  two  two-hour  laboratory  periods  each  week. 
Laboratory  fee  $4.  Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Physics  21 — General  Physics:  A  study  chiefly  of  mechanics 
in  the  light  of  modern  investigations  and  theories.  Prerequisites, 
Mathematics  12  and  a  college  or  high  school  course  in  some  physical 
science.  Two  recitation  hours  and  two  two-hour  laboratory  periods 
each  week.   Laboratory  fee  $4.  Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Physics  22 — General  Physics:  A  continuation  of  Physics  21 
with  emphasis  on  magnetism,  electricity,  light,  and  modern  con- 
ceptions of  physics.  Two  recitation  hours  and  two  two-hour  lab- 
oratory periods  each  week.    Laboratory  fee  $4. 

Credit,  4  semester  hours. 
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Department  of  Religious  Education 
Mr.  Roy,  Mr.  Swink 

The  Department  of  Religious  Education  has  the  following  aims: 
To  perpetuate  the  Christian  religion  among  college  students;  to  in- 
still Christian  ideals  and  develop  Christ-like  character  in  individuals; 
to  give  an  intelligent  approach  to  the  study  and  appreciative  under- 
standing of  the  Bible;  to  give  an  interpretation  for  its  program;  to 
encourage  individuals  to  enter  upon  full-time  Christian  service;  and 
to  assist  in  developing  Christian  ministers  and  laymen. 

Religious  Education  1 1 — The  Old  Testament:  A  study  of  the 
concurrent  development  of  Hebrew  history,  literature,  and  social 
and  religious  life  and  thought.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Religious  Education  12 — The  New  Testament:  A  study  of 
the  entire  New  Testament,  the  development  of  the  literature,  with 
particular  emphasis  on  the  life  and  teachings  of  Jesus,  life  and  let- 
ters of  St.  Paul,  and  the  characteristics  of  the  early  Christian  Church. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Religious  Education  22 — The  Life  and  Teachings  of  Jesus: 
A  detailed  study  and  interpretation  of  Jesus'  life  and  teachings  as 
recorded  in  the  four  Gospels.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Religious  Education  23 — The  Life  and  Letters  of  St.  Paul: 
A  survey  of  the  life  of  St.  Paul  based  on  the  Book  of  Acts  and  an 
interpretation  of  his  teachings  in  his  Epistles. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Religious  Education  25 — The  Educational  Work  of  the 
Church:  A  study  of  aims  and  objectives,  organization  and  adminis- 
tration, principles  of  teaching,  and  techniques  in  worship  in  religious 
education.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Department  of  Social  Sciences 
Dr.  Bramlett,  Mr.  Pangle,  Mr.  Swink 

The  social  sciences  are  concerned  with  the  development  and 
organization  of  human  society.  In  the  main,  the  social  science  sub- 
jects in  the  college  curriculum  deal  with  the  problems  of  social  life; 
various  institutions  of  social  and  political  control;  economic  develop- 
ment, theories,  and  principles;  the  problems,  purposes,  and  plans  of 
the  organization  of  national,  state,  and  local  government;  and  inter- 
national relations. 

A  study  of  the  social  sciences  will  enable  the  student  to  have 
a  better  understanding  of  his  own  age  and  times,  and  this  knowledge 
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will  make  it  possible  for  him  to  help  improve  the  social,  economic, 
and  political  conditions  of  the  world  in  which  he  lives. 

The  courses  listed  are  standard  survey  college  courses  in  sociol- 
ogy, economics,  government,  and  history. 

ECONOMICS 

Economics  11-12 — Resources  and  Industries:  This  course  as- 
sumes the  physical  basis  of  social  life  and  is,  therefore,  a  functional 
approach  to  a  study  of  world  resources  and  industries  which  support 
the  social  structure.    Laboratory  fee  $2. 

Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

Economics  13 — General  and  Regional  Geography:  This  course 
is  designed  to  introduce  the  freshman  to  a  general  analysis  of  the 
interaction  between  man  and  his  physical  environment.  Texts, 
references,  map  making,  and  contour  modeling. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Economics  14 — Industrial  and  Commercial  Geography:  This 
course  includes  a  study  of  the  distribution  of  the  production  and 
consumption  of  the  principal  articles  of  commerce.  Special  attention 
is  given  to  the  geographic  basis  of  commerce  and  the  location  of 
urban  areas  of  manufacture  and  regions  of  heavy  industry.  Texts, 
broad  references,  laboratory  study  of  selected  articles. 

Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Economics  21-22 — Principles  of  Economics:  This  is  a  basic 
course  covering  the  topics  of  production,  consumption,  exchange, 
and  distribution,  together  with  selected  economic  problems.  Not 
open  to  freshmen.  Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

sociology 

Sociology  21-22 — Principles  of  Sociology:  This  is  a  basic  course 
in  the  field  covering  such  topics  as  social  origins,  institutions,  inter- 
actions, and  problems.    Not  open  to  freshmen. 

Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

History 

History  1 1 — Modern  European  History:  The  history  of 
Western  Europe  is  traced  with  some  detail  from  1500  through  the 
age  of  Napoleon.  Texts,  parallel  readings,  map  studies,  and  short 
papers.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

History  12 — Modern  European  History:  A  continuation  of 
History  1 1  to  the  present  day.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 
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History  21 — American  History:  A  survey  course  of  the  de- 
velopment of  America  to  1865,  with  special  attention  to  social,  eco- 
nomic and  political  features.  Texts,  parallel  readings,  map  studies, 
and  short  papers.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

History  22 — American  History:  A  continuation  of  History  21 
to  the  present  day.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Government 

Government  21 — The  Federal  Government:  The  origin,  or- 
ganization, and  development  of  the  government  of  the  United  States 
will  be  studied  with  emphasis  on  the  functional  aspects  of  govern- 
ment. Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Government  22 — State  and  Local  Government:  This  course 
deals  with  the  structure,  the  organization,  and  the  functions  of  the 
different  state  governments.  Credit,  3  semester  hours. 
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PRE-COLLEGE    DIVISION 


In  Brevard  College,  courses  on  the  pre-college  level  will  be  of- 
fered in  the  last  two  years  of  the  standard  high  school  program. 
A  student  who  has  credit  for  eight  regular  high  school  units  in- 
cluding the  first  two  years  of  high  school  English  will  be  admitted. 
In  making  this  provision,  Brevard  College  has  recognized  the 
present-day  educational  needs  of  young  people.  A  four-year  plan 
of  instruction,  embracing  the  last  two  years  of  high  school  and  the 
first  two  years  of  college,  has  been  closely  unified  and  carefully 
integrated.  Our  experience  indicates  that  promising  students  who 
have  completed  at  least  eight  high  school  units  will  have  decided 
advantages  in  a  program  of  this  kind. 

It  is  possible  by  a  process  of  acceleration  to  complete  at  least 
eight  units  of  the  regular  high  school  curriculum  in  three  semesters. 
Two  units  can  be  completed  in  the  summer  term  of  ten  weeks. 
After  completing  the  requirements  for  graduation  from  high  school, 
a  student  can  then  complete  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years  of 
college  in  four  semesters  or  in  three  semesters  and  two  summer 
terms.  Under  this  plan  of  suitable  acceleration  a  good  student  can 
complete  the  last  two  years  of  high  school  and  the  first  two  years 
of  college  in  a  period  of  three  calendar  years.  Students  who  are 
interested  in  the  pre-college  division  should  probably  consult  col- 
lege officials  in  regard  to  their  plans  before  enrolling. 

Boys  and  girls  today  are  confronted  with  changed  situations 
which  require  careful  consideration  of  their  plans  for  higher  educa- 
tion. Most  of  them  are  eager  to  accelerate  their  educational  pro- 
grams and  to  take  their  places  in  the  various  important  activities 
open  to  young  people.  Furthermore,  intelligent  parents  are  seek- 
ing the  best  educational  advantages  for  their  children  in  schools 
and  colleges  as  far  removed  as  possible  from  the  dangers  which 
attend  living  conditions  in  the  highly  congested  areas  in  various 
parts  of  the  country. 

In  order  to  complete  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the 
college  freshman  class,  a  student  must  have  a  total  .of  sixteen  units 
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(grades  nine  through  twelve).    The  requirements  in  North  Caro- 
lina are  as  follows: 

English 4 

Mathematics   1 

Science  (including  Biology)  2 

Social  Studies  (including  U.  S.  History)  2 

Physical  and  Health  Education 1 

Elective    6 

There  are  many  decided  advantages  in  the  pre-college  pro- 
gram as  offered  at  Brevard.  In  addition  to  such  standard  subjects 
as  English,  mathematics,  history,  science,  and  modern  languages, 
there  will  be  courses  in  music,  art,  dramatics,  Bible,  home  eco- 
nomics, and  commercial  subjects. 

With  smaller  classes  and  longer  periods,  teachers  have  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  individual  attention  to  pupils. 

A  carefully  planned  program  of  physicial  education  and  athletics 
is  provided  for  boys  and  girls  separately.  Special  attention  is  given 
to  health  under  the  direction  of  competent  physicians  and  the  col- 
lege nurse.  By  special  arrangement,  students  are  assured  of  the 
best  in  hospital  care  in  the  Transylvania  Community  Hospital,  which 
is  new  and  modern  in  every  respect. 

All  pre-college  students  will  be  carefully  instructed  and  prop- 
erly directed  in  their  social  and  religious  activities.  Parents  may 
send  their  children  to  Brevard  in  the  assurance  that  they  will  be 
surrounded  by  wholesome  influences  and  in  the  further  assurance 
that  they  will  receive  thorough  instruction.  The  high  school 
diploma  will  be  issued  to  students  who  complete  the  requirements 
for  graduation. 


SUMMER    SCHOOL 

As  indicated  elsewhere  in  the  bulletin,  Brevard  College  will 
operate  a  summer  term  of  ten  weeks  beginning  the  third  week  in 
June  and  closing  the  latter  part  of  August.  In  this  term  a  college 
student  can  complete  nine  or  ten  semester  hours.  A  full  program  in 
which  all  of  the  regular  subjects  of  any  semester  are  offered  will  be 
conducted.  The  regular  faculty  of  the  college  will  compose  the 
teaching  staff. 

Graduates  of  high  schools  who  expect  to  enter  college  in  Sep- 
tember will  probably  find  that  it  is  to  their  advantage  to  enter  at 
the  beginning  of  the  summer  term.  By  entering  in  June  and  re- 
maining constantly  in  college,  students  can  be  graduated  in  Jan- 
uary, 1949.  It  is  relatively  easy  to  transfer  from  a  junior  college 
to  a  senior  college  in  the  middle  of  the  college  year.  College  of- 
ficials will  be  glad  to  advise  with  prospective  students  in  regard 
to  the  acceleration  of  their  programs  by  attending  summer  school. 

The  expenses  of  the  summer  term  will  be  $185.  This  will 
include  all  fees  except  the  cost  of  books  and  supplies.  Students  who 
desire  to  reduce  their  expenses  by  part-time  employment  will  have 
such  opportunities  in  the  summer  term. 

A  complete  program  of  physical  education,  including  provi- 
sion for  athletic  activities  and  other  forms  of  recreation,  will  be 
offered.  On  account  of  the  wonderful  climate  in  this  territory, 
Brevard  offers  an  ideal  opportunity  for  study  in  an  inspiring  and 
pleasant  atmosphere. 

Students  who  enter  in  the  summer  usually  adjust  themselves 
more  readily  to  the  college  programs  than  those  who  enter  in  Sep- 
tember. Classes  are  somewhat  smaller,  and  there  is  more  opportunity 
for  individual  attention  and  special  programs  of  study. 

A  special  summer  school  bulletin  will  be  ready  for  distribution 
in  April.  High  school  students  who  desire  to  graduate  somewhat 
earlier  can  easily  remove  two  units  of  credit  in  the  summer  term. 
The  educational  program  for  the  summer  term  should  be  especially 
interesting  to  veterans.
